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PREFACE 


IN 1959 we published an Index for the first twenty-one volumes of the 
Review. Prepared by Dr. W. A. Steiner this has, we believe, proved 
of substantial value both to law students and to the legal profession. 
It was based upon the index originally prepared for the Law Quarterly 
Review, as improved by Mr. Peter Allsop of Stevens-Sweet & Max- 
well, and ав amended in a number of places by Dr. Steiner and mem- 
bers of the Editorial Committee of the Review in consultation. 

In 1967 the Editorial Committee decided to publish an annual 
gubject index and to construct this in accordance with modern index- 
' ing methods to an even greater extent than had been done in 1959. 
Accordingly a subject index was—in addition to the Contents Pages 
and Tables—included in Volumes 31-33 of the Review. This was in 
each case prepared by Mr. K. O. Parsons who is a Senior Assistant 
Librarian of the British Library of Politica] and Economic Science 
in charge of the law section of that library. We believe that we can 
safely affirm that it has been well received, and proved useful to 
readers. 


A new Consolidated Index is now made available to our readers. 
As the Committee expected in 1967, experimentation with an annual 
subject index has proved to be of much help in preparing this new 
Consolidated Index. К 

Mr. Parsons has done part of the work required, and still more 
has supervised a small team of research assistants, Roger Abrabams 
and Sally Seviour, who have been responsible for the bulk of the 
work. Individual members of the Editorial Committee have also lent 
a hand, and revised those topics of which they have specialist know- 
ledge. The Committee are particularly grateful to their Secretary, 
Mrs. Judith Reid, and to Mr. John Evans, who took her place while 
she was on leave, for the considerable and complicated services which 
they have rendered on the administrative side. 

Modern indexing has substituted, at any rate for books of a scien- 
tific character, the method of categorising the entries under a com- 
paratively limited number of headings for the older method of 
providing seriatim and alphabetically for every topic mentioned on 
each page of the book being indexed. This modern method was of 
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course used in the 1959 Index; the point about the present onc is that 
it is here carried much further, particularly with regard to the logical 
analysis and categorisation of subordinate topics. 


How substantial the effect of this rationalisation has been is 
indicated by the fact that there are some ten main headings which 
take up three or more columns of the Index, three of them indeed 
requiring no less than five or more columns. To take just one 
example, all torts are dealt with under that heading, not listed 
separately as previously. And main headings appear in large capitals 
as TORT while subheadings appear in lower case type except for the 
first initial, as Nuisance, and the various discussions and notes which 
appear in the text of the Review appear, slightly set back, in lower 
case throughout, as “ trespass to land and nuisance.” Thus should a 
reader wish to find something on the relation of trespass and nuisance 
he will look in the Subject Index under TORT subheading Nuisance, 
and there he will find “trespass to land and” (nuisance) Vol. 23, 
p. 188. 


An attempt has been made under each of the main headings to 
cross-reference the various other main headings under which there 
will be found information or discussion which may be relevant in a 
general way, as TORT, see also CONFLICT OF LAWS, CON- 
TRACT et al. Indeed, in order to assist readers as far as possible, a 
great deal of cross-referencing has been undertaken, e.g. TAX, see 
REVENUE; but it is not possible to carry this policy beyond a 
certain point; and since the readers of the Review, if not actually 
lawyers or law students, are likely to be persons conversant with the 
law it has been accepted by the indexers that a reader who does not 
find a heading which he is looking for alphabetically will realise that 
he should look under the relevant main heading where, if anything has 
appeared about it in the Review, he should find an entry. Thus there 
is no alphabetical entry for certiorari, but the reader will know that 
this remedy is of great importance in Administrative Law, under 
which he will find Certiorari as a subheading with a number of entries 
against it. Moreover, the main heading REMEDIES gives a cross- 
reference to ADMINISTRATIVE LAW also. We hope therefore 
that readers will have no real difficulty in finding what they are look- 
ing for. 

It should also be pointed out that the table of cases does not 
include all the cases cited in the Review, but only those that are tho 
subject of case notes or substantial discussion.
